Ellen Drew falls completely under 
the satanic spell of Basil Rathbone 
in Paramount's thriller, THE MAD 
DOCTOR (1940). 


hough the general public would equate Basil 
Rathhones name with Arthur Conan Doyle's fa- 
mous fictional detective, Sherlock Holmes, serious his 
toriuns would recall his swashbuckling costume villians 
in CAPTAIN BLOOD, ROBIN HOOD. ete Fright 
film Fans believed his unique. sardonic talents were used 
to better advantage in the handful of chillers he made 
especially during the thirties and forbes. which occasion. 
ally over-lapped his HOLMES films from time to time, 
Rathbone was born in Johannesburg, South Africa. 


June 13, 1892, His father was a mining engineer, pros:

pecting this undeveloped frontier for hidden gold und 
diamond mines, Following the eruption of the Boer 
War. his father sent young Basil and his sister Баск to 
England to complete their schooling. Upon reaching the 
не of 18, he embarked upon a chosen carcer us an in- 
surance agent, but soon became bored and decided to 
become an actor instead. 

Shortly after, he quit his job and joined his cousin's 
stock company, His first stage role was “Horatio” in 
Shakespeare's TAMING OF THF SHREW. In 1912. 
the young actor traveled to America for the first time 
when the Shakespearcan Company was brought over to 
Lour the continent 


After completing a period of distinguished servie as a 
captain in the Liverpool Scottish Regiment during 
World War I, he returned to the stage, In 1920, he offi 
cially became u "star" when he starred in the litle role of 
PETER IBBETSON in London, The following year he 
made bis film debut in THE FRUITFUL VINE. In 
1925, he journeyed to Hollywood 10 make his first 
American film. THE MASKED BRIDE with Mus 
Murray’ 

Though his impressive profile and impeccubly-dressed 
figure earned him а minor reputation in films, Rath

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Rathbone’s reputation with horror films, but 
the opportunity to work with Karloff, Lugosi and Atwill 
for the first time. 

As the sone of Dr. Frankenstein. he returns io the 
family castle and decides to revitalize the Monster after 
discovering it is still alive, Rathbone's performance as 
the well-meaning scientist discoverinz his father's crea- 
tion going out of control, was extremely effective. The 
film departed so much from the norm. that one critic 
wrote 

“It's a fascinating film, if only for its art direction 
lighting, sets and overall visual elegance. Via constant 
rain, thunder and gloom, it creates its own nightmarish 
world, We never see the sun or sense the fresh air. and 
the only trees we see ame all dead. It's one of the most 
exciting, and certainly one of the most Germanic, visual 
moods to be created by any Hollywood film.” 

That same year, another turning point came in Rath- 
bone s career when 20th Century Fox cast him as Sher- 
lock Holmes in HOUND OF THE ВАЗКЕВУНТ FS. 
If ever an actor and role were perfectly cast. it was in 
this faithful film version of Doyle's novel. Nigel Bruce. a 
Familiar British uctor was also ideally cast in the role of 
Doctor Watson, In this stylish. elaborate production. a 
fine supporting cast included John Carradine and Lionel 
Atwill who portrayed red herrings. 

Amidst the cerie sequences of mist-covered bow sur- 
rounding the ancient Stonehenge ruins, the monstrous 
phantom dog sinisterly tracks down its victims, The 
film also included a moed-filled seance sequence skillful- 
ly recreated to please the most stubborn of Doyle fans. 

Alter completing a sequel of the ADVENTURES OF 
SHERLOCK HOLMES, Rathbone returned to Univer 
sal in late 1939 to star in the psuedo-historical thriller, 
TOWER OF LONDON. In this 15th century gruesome 
melodrama, Rathbone's portrayal as the sinister 
hump-backed Richard of Gloucester who ruthlessly 
schemed to obtain possession of the Throne of England. 
reached the peak of his screen villainy 

He was teamed with Karloff again, who portrayed his 
obedient henchman Mord, а club-foated, Royal Execu 
tioner, Mis particular pastime was chopping off royal 
heads in the courtyard and using torture devices on help- 
less victims in the Tower 

Following an interesting role as а psychia- 
tristemurderer im Paramount's elaborate melodrama, 
THE MAD DOCTOR (1940), Rathbone returned to 
Universal again to co-star with Lugosi as red herrings in 
a typical "murder in the mansion” chiller, THE 
BLACK CAT 

In February 1942, after Universal Pictures acquired 
the sights to Sherlock Holmes, the studio wisely signed 
Rathbone and Bruce lo repeat their famous character- 
izations in what eventually turned out to be a tren 
dously successfully serios. Aside from updating the 
series, Universal provided superb background music and 
maintained fine production values [or each feature. 

In the first one of the series, SHERLOCK HOLMES 
AND THE VOICE OF TERROR, the famed team cup: 
tured a nest of saboteurs und Nazis terrorizing London. 
A huge bonibed-out church set used in the climax turned 
up 2 years later in the final entry of the Un

The next one of the series also contained enough hor- 
ror to keep the most insatiable fans satisfied. In PEART 
OF DEATH. Holmes not only had to unravel the mys- 
terious disappearance of the Borgia Pearl. but had to 
confront the most hideous monster of his career. the 
CREEPER (Rondo Hatton), who was responsible for 
the gruesome "spine breaker" murders. 

HOUSE OF FEAR, WOMAN IN GREEN, PUR- 
SLIT TO ALGIERS and TERROR BY NIGHT were 
other Holmes films that followed, The series petered out 
in DRESSED TO KILL (1946) when Rathbone deciled 
not to renew his contract with Universal for more 
Holmes films. The actor feared that the character was 
stifling his car 

Shortly before he passed away, he complained. “I be 
came so identified with Holmes that whenever | ap. 
peared on the set, it wasn’t "Hello Rathbone’ it was 
"Hello Holmes." 

Abandoning films temporarily, the actor returned to 
the theatre for a refreshing change of pace. Following 
the failure of his Broadway play. SHERLOCK 
HOLMES, written by his sereen-writer wile Ouida 
Rathbone in 1953. Rathhone was lured back to Holly 
wood several times to portray comic-villiins in comedi- 
es. An interesting exception was a period melodrama ti 
led THE BLACK SLEEP in 1956. In this uninspirin 
film, Rathbone played Dr. Joel Cadman, a mad surgeon 
who discovers a strange drug which causes madness 
while he is seeking a cure for his ailing wie 

Following a series of unsuccessful experiments on scv 
eral human “gvinea pigs" (Lon Chaney, Bela Lug 
John Carradine and Tor Johnson). who become horribly 
disfigured madmen, Cadman is destroyed after the "rue

In 1961. he resumed his fantasy carcer in United

site Vincent Price in Poe's TALES OF TERROR, 

He also appeared in a broad graveyard farce. COM E- 
DY OF TERRORS (1962). The last film is only worth 
noting [or the quality of it's all star east: Rathbone, Vin- 
cent Price, Boris Karloff. Peter Lorre and Joe E. Brown. 
Fans wish that they could have teamed together 25 years 
earlier. In 1966 he appeared іп 2 ALP releases, QUEEN 
OF BLOOD (a disappointing science-fiction drama) and 
GHOST IN THE INVISIBLE BIKINI in which he 
co-starred with Karloff for the last time, His last film 
was a rural comedy. HILLBILLIES IN A HAUNTED. 
HOUSE in which he took featured billing below an 
unknown actor named Ferlin Husky 

Followine his sudden death of з heart attack on July 
21, 1967, fans throughout the world mourned his passing 
and believed that despite the late actor's preference for 
the more classical roles of his career. many believed that 
his impressive, irreplaceable performances in the hand- 
ful of classic horror films earned him immortality tor 
generations to come
